With the completion of an unusually 


large telephone switchboard, noir near- 
ly ready at the Cortlandt street ex- 
change, says the Xew York Evening 
Post, the entire city -will have been 
furnished with new and Improved 
"common battery system," the most 
noticeable feature of which Is that the 
subscriber, instead of having to ring 
a bell, merely lifts the receiver off its 
hook. The system is called by the 
above name because, instead of oper- 
ating the telephones by means of sepa- 
rate batteries placed in the subscrib- 
er's house or office, the company pro- 
vides a number of large storage batter- 
ies at the exchange, -which furnish the 
current for alL 


'ttTiea the subscriber lifts his receiver 


from Its hook, an Incandescent light 
about the size of a small cranberry be- 
eins to glow on the switchboard at 
"central." This Is an Improvement on 
the old system of using "visuals," such 
as may be seen on the switchboards of 
private exchanges. TTben the callgirl 
sees this light, she puts a ivired ping 
into the bole directly under it and is in 
immediate connection •vrith the person 
calling. On the new switchboard these 
holes from center to center are only 
one-quarter of aa inch apart, so that 
each call^Jrl has within easy reach 10.- 
000 connections in her own district and 
trunk connections with all the other 
exchanges in the city, the suburban 
connections and the long distance wire. 


The new Cortiandt street board, which 


is almost ready for use, reaches around 
three sides of a horseshoe shaped room 
and Is aboat 300 feet long. In everr 
six feet of this the entire telephone 
connection is repeated. 
The 10.000 


calls, incoming, are divided evenly 
among t!se callgirls. but each girl has 
to bave all the 10.000 within easy rearb 
for outgoing connections. The back . 
the bpsrd is therefore an astoundit 
maze of wire* and cables.
